The gang fight occured in the Bob 


Palnier home, 10 miles southeast of 
Hope, late Saturday night. 


It was said by officers much drink- 


ing had preceded the fight, A dance 
was in progress when an argument 
developed among several of the ne- 
groes. A fight followed in which the 
lights were knocked out. Hayes and 
Palmer were cut.

America's Greed 
Has Ruined World 


Owen D. Young Lashes 


Out at Our "Short" 


War Debt Policy 


PHILADELPHIA —(fl3)— Owen D. 


Young, author of the reparations pay- 
ment plan, held the United States re- 
sponsible hi an address Monday night 
for having "ruined'the currency and 
banking systems of the world," with 
resultant paralysis of 
international 


trade; through its insistence upon col- 
lecting war debts in gold. 


Young declared that a failure to 


temper "the letter of the bond" with 
a realization and acceptance of the 
obligations of relationship, both among 
individuals and nations, had aggravat- 
ed the world-wide economic crisis. 


'In these difficult times, individuals, 


guided by their own self-interest, are 
learning that the letter of the .bond 
is not supreme," he said. "If that be 
true of individuals, how much more 
should it be true of great nations. 
The large self-interest of the creditor 
requires him to take account of the 
basic obligations of relationship. If 
anger and prejudice be substituted 
for patience and understanding, the 
bond.will not succeed—the basic ob- 
ligation will, be vlplated." 


After suggesting that instead of past- 


ing the blame along it perhaps would 
be better "if we all accept**'o*T>wii 
share and then resolved to profit by 
our mistakes" Young swung into his 
criticism of America's attitude toward 
the war debts. 
'"On the debts we got the bond to 


be sure, but did "we got our money? 
On the debts we said they had no 
relationship to reparations, and it was 
true as written in the bond. But what 
happened when reparations 
failed? 


Perhaps you will permit me to fol- 
low this a little further. We insisted, 
as I said, that our allies sign the bond 
to return money which we had ad- 
vanced—no, not. money 
even, but

common cause. We asked them to 
sign the bond. They could only repay 
that debt by sending in their goods.

cycles. Thousands of these sturdy lit- 
tle vehicles carried officers, machine 
gun units, medical supplies, dispatches 
Ind even the wounded.

to inaugurate a 3 billion 3 hundred 
million dollar public construction pro- 
gram, the president asked the legisla- 
tors to decide before early next week 
on what new taxes will be required to 
underwrite this project. 


If a decision is not reached by that 


time he will make his own levy rec- 
ommendations. 


He also asked authority to reduce 


or eliminate new taxes, should prohi- 
bition repeal become effective or in- 
creasing revenues make them unnec- 
essary. 


Recommending government co-oper- 


ation with industry he said his pur- 
pose is to obtain wide re-employment, 
shorten the working week, pay a de- 
cent wage for the shorter week arid 
prevent unfair competition or disas- 
trous over-production.

wc in the days to come, he will ask 
n his message to Congress Wednes- 
lay that he be given power to reduce 
tr eliminate new taxes which he will 
iropose to underwrite the $3,300,000,- 
00 public works program. 
The president is undecided on just 


what form of new taxation he will 
>roposc or whether he will propose 
ny specific plan. 
The general sale levy or "re-employ- 


ment" tax of between one and IVi 
jer cent has been virtually eliminated, 
lowever, from his consideration. In 
ts place he had in mind an increase 
n income taxes as one of the prime 
elements of the new revenue pro- 
j-am. This means a boost in the nor- 
mal rates which are now at the war- 
.ime level of four per cent on the 
:irst $4,000 and eight per cent on in- 
come above that. 


Three states have voted ratification 


of the repeal of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment which was approved by Con- 
tress last session. A fourth and fifth- 
Wyoming and New Jersey, have se- 
lected delegates pledged for repeal 
Thirty-six states must vote for repeal 
to ratify the amendment.
